Gtate Board of Equalization has concluded 
the hearings of the various interests in 
Gt.

On Tuesday Mr. F. W. Lehman, repre- 
geriting the St: Louis Transit Co., appeared 
before the board ‘and made a plea which 
scemed to be 4 protest against any raising 
of the assessment over that of last year.

Mr. Lehman, anticipating the argument 
that the values for taxation should be 
market value, declared that the only fair 
way to arrive at the truth was from income. 
Market quotations had nothing to dp with 
it. He confessed himself utterly unable 
to understand why a stock which pays no 
dividends can have a value for taxation, 
and he was almost equally puzzled to know 
“i! it should have any value for sale. 

ith this logic he sought to convince the 
board that the St. Louis transit property 
was not good for much, especially for pur- 
poses of taxation.

James Blackburn, under six years’ sen- 

tence for postoffice robbery, escaped from 
United States Marshal Louis C. Bohle at 
Union Station early Wednesday morning, 
but was captured by expressmen and - 
gagemen only after a hot chase enon the 
cars in «the train sheds and * yards. 
‘Blackburn ‘was on his ‘to Jefferson 
City in charge of Marshal Bohle to’ begin 
his sentence there.in the penitentiary. 

He was‘one of four men who robbed the 
postoffice at Salem, Dent Count, Ma, pe 
spring. All four were found guilty d 
sentenced in the. Federal Court te ht 
The other three, D. B, Kelly, James l- 
lace and Nicholas F. Gardner, were t n 
to the pontten ery June 2. 

Blackbutn was ill at the time and failed 
to pass the medical examination. 

He was the only prisoner in charge of 
Marshal Bohle Wednesday morning and 
was securely handcuffed. 

The marshal arrived at Union Station 
just in time to catch Missour! Pacific pas- 
senger train No. 5, which leaves at 7:25 
a 


. m. 

He took Blaekburn into the rear car by 
the rear entrance. There was nobody in the 
car. Blackburn took a seat near the middle 
of the car, and Marshal Bohle, supposing 
that the door at the fore end was loc 
got off the car at the rear end and stood 
there talking to a friend. 

As soon as Blackburn saw that he wa 
alone in the car he walked to the front an 
tried the door. 

It opened. He stepped outside and walked 
down to the pavement on the opposite side 
of the car from Marshal Bohle. 

He still had on the handcuffs which 
would prove him an escaped prisoner to 
anvone who might see him. 

Once off the car he started on a run to 
get around the head of the train and off 
among the cars in other parts of the shed 
cr in the yards. 

A group of gaggagemen and expressmen 
standing near the station baggage room 
a him and, giving a yell, started in pur- 
suit. 

The yell was the first intimation Mar- 
Shal Bohle received that anything was 
wrong. Blackburn had been away three 
minutes then, and had a good lead on ‘this 
pursuers. -

shed, just in time to see the group of bag- 
gagemen and expressmen disappearing in 
the chase. 

He drew his revolver and fired several 
shots into the air to frighten the escaped 
prisoner. but Blackburn kept on running as 
fast as he could with his hands handcuffed 
in front of him. 

The pursuers gaified on him slowly. After 
chasing him up and down between the cars 
in the sheds and yards, they finally caught 
up with him and forced him to take refuge 
in the office of the Adams Express Co. 

Even when thus cornered, Blackburn was 
game, and the crowd subdued him only 
after a struggle in which he was consid- 
erably bruised. 

He was then led back to Marshal Bohle, 
who was met still running after the pur- 
suers. | 

The marshal took the prisoner in charge 
and returned to the train, which pulled 
out immediately.

WARDS FROM A 


UNCONSCIOUS WHEN FOUND. 


Accident Happened at the, Residence 
of Louis Opel, 4160fgndell Boule- 
vard, Where He Was Employed. 


Alexander Piel’s head struck nearly every 
rung of a ladder down which he fell back- 
wards for 20 feet at the residence of Louis 
Opel, 4160 Lindell boulevard Monday after- 


noon. 

The back of -his head, the neck and 
shoulders bear the imprint of the welts 
raised by the series of quick encounters 
with the ladder. 

Assistant Superintendent Rassieur of the 
City Hospital, where Piel was taken after 
the accident, says that three years ago Piel 
was brought to the hospital after having 
fallen from the second story of the Cen- 
tury building, down a ladder, in the same 
manner.and with the same results. 

Piel was engaged in hanging awnings 
from the upper part of the casements of 
the high first story windows of the Sp 
residence when his feet became entangled in 
the cordage attached to the awnings. In 
trying to free himself one foot slipped from 
the ladder rung on which he was stand- 
ing and his legs lurched through the open- 


ng. 

fis shoulders hit the lower rungs, and 
he began his rough descent to the bottom. 
It ‘was a series of bumps as his body slid 
down the incline swiftly to the granitoid 
sidewalk around the house. 

Piel. says that he has no recollection of 
how he came down the ladder head erat, 
because he lost consciousness as his hea 
struck the ladder for the first time. 

Where the back of the skull came into 
contact with the walk there is a large scalp 
wound, but otherwise the awning hanger 
is not injured. A New Testament was 
taken from one of his pockets when he 
arrived at the hospital in an ambulance.

VICTIM BECAME PROSECUTOR 


Charles Bratz Quickly Turned the 
Tables on the Man Who Had

Keller said that Bratz, without 
rovocation, dashed upstairs into Keller's 
ome and fired five shots at him. He was 
corroborated by his daughter, Teresa, and 
other witnesses. The warrant was issued. 

Fifteen minutes later Bratz, accompa- 
nied by a policeman, entered the warrant 
office. Bratz was unaware that there was 
a warrant against him, and he related 
how, on Tuesday afternoon, George Krue- 
ger of 1322 North High street entered his 
store and snatched his watch, breaking the 
chain. Bratz volunteered the information 
that he had fired his revolver in the air to 
attract the attention of the police. This 
was corroborated by Policeman Mahoney, 
who said he had recovered the watch, 

The similarity of names attracted the at- 
tention of the warrant officers, and Mr. 
Johnson investigated. It was alleged by 
Bratz and the police that when Krueger 
snatched the watch he threw it to the 
daughter of Christian Keller, from whom 
it was recovered. ; 

After hearing Bratz’s story Mr. Johnson 
withdrew the warrant against him and is- 
sued one against Krueger, charging high- 
way robbery.

CHARLES GREEN LOSES IN THE 
BURKE ESTATE CASE. 


LOWER COURT SUSTAINED 


The Question Was on the Misforcing 
‘ofan Order of Distribution by the 
Probate Ceurt. —

Valliant, in an-opinien in Division No. 1 
of the Supreme Court this. morning, de- 
nied Charles Green, the executor of the will 


of Patrick J. Burke, a writ of prohibi- 
tion against W. W. Henderson, judge, and 
C. W. Koenig, clerk, of the Probate Court 
of St. Louis. . 

This is an original. proceeding to  pre- 
vent the enforcement of an order of dis- 
tribution against Green as the. executor of 
Burke’s will, on the ound that the Pro- 
bate Court had no jurisdiction to make th 
order of distribution because there ha 
been no judgment of that court in final 
settlement from which an appeal to the 
Circuit . Court could be taken, and that 
Green was not duly notified of the appli- 
eation for the order of distribution. is 
court says that, as'to the objection that 
the Probate Court had no jurisdiction in 
the case, seems to rest on a misunder- 
standing by Green’s attorney as to what 
occurred in the Probate Court when the 
final settlement was presented. ‘The court 
used the word “‘passed’”’ in reference to the 
matter, and ths counsel interpreted that 
to mean continued until the next term. 
This court says it sees no merit in that 
point and, indeed, does not now under- 
stand the counsel to seriously insist on it. 

As to the objection that no notite was 
given Green, the court says that there is 
no statute prescribing a notice to be given 
to an executor or administrator in such 
cases. Concluding the court says: ‘‘We 
are of the opinion that the Probate Court 
has not exceeded its jurisdiction and the 
writ of prohibition is therefore denied.” 
All judges concur.

New electric and steam railroad lines 
through Forest Park are proposed in a bill 
intrgduced into the House of Delegates 
Tuesday night by Charles Troll, elected on 
the Republican and Municipal Ownership 
a as the representative of the Eighth

(/mioters of the enterprise. 

Who its backers are Mr. Troll would not 
state on the floor of the House or after the 
meeting. 

By the terms of the bill a double track 
railroad, with either electricity or Steam as 
a motive power, and to be used by freight 
as well as passenger cars, may be laid in 
all directions from the transit company's 
loop at Laclede avenue and King’s hign- 
way. 

One line runs due west to a proposed 
World's Fair site. This is to be intersected 
by a north and south line which follows 
the line of a prolongation of Union boule- 
vard, across the e , 

Connections with existing lines entering 
Forest Park are authorized, and the com- 
pany is to have the right to charge © 
cents for every carload of freight hauled, 
and 31 a day for every car remaining on its 
tracks or in its yards longer than hours, 

The bill ays nothing about rates of pass- 
enger fare. The rate of compensation to the 
city is fixed at 7% per cent of the “net 
profits.”’ 

The work is to commence within six 
months from the date of the approval of 
the ordinance and to be completed ‘“‘as ex- 
peditiously as possible.” 

Delegate Reiss objected to allowing the 
bill to proceed to a second reading without 
a statement from Mr. Troll of the names 
of the backers of the enterprise. -

FRANK MANNING INJURED BY A 
BLANK CARTRIDGE. 


PLAYED WITH A STRANGE BOY 


Little William Mason Had a Pistol 
and With It Young Manning, Who 
Met Him. Was Shot. 


Frank Manning, aged 10 years, of 221 
North Leffingwell avenue, may partially 
lose his sight as a result of powder burns 
received from a blank cartridge pistol in 
the hands of William Mason, also 10 years 


old, of 2838 Olive street, Monday afternoon. * 

William started out for a walk and met 
Frank at Twenty-eighth and Locust 
streets. They had never seen each other 
before, but began to play. 

“TI noticed the pistol in the boy's hands 
and I warned Frank not to play with him, 
said Mrs. Manning to the Post-Dispatch. 
“But the warning was not heeded and he 
and the strange boy darted down the 
street. 

‘A few minutes later I heard the explo- 
sion of a cartridge and Frank screamed. [ 
ran to him and learned that his face had 
been burned with powder. He said the 
strange boy had put the pistol to fils face 
while they were playing and had fired. 

“T did not think the injuries were serious 
then, but Monday night Frank's eyes 
swelled so that I call a physician. He 
found that they were seriously~ inflamed. 
Frank could not see Tuesday, but he says 
he can see faint outlines of objects today. 
His face and eyes are filled with burnt 
powder grains.” 

Mrs. Mason, upon being informed of the 
accident, took the pistol from her son. It 
shoots a 32-caliber blank cartridge. He 
played with it on the streets for several 
weeks before the accident, the neighbors 
say.
